mined on.

W ash in g to n , A pril 3d.—A t to-day’s Cabi 
net meeting President A rthur was almost 
uniformly a listener, and hardly at all a par­ 
ticipant in the discussion of the Chinese bill, 
and when the meeting adjourned not a single 
member of bis Cabinet had learned what 
conclusion, if any, had been reached by the 
President on the practical question whether 
he will sign the bill or return it to Congress 
w ithout his approval. 
The President this 
evening, through his Private Secretary, an­ 
nounced to several inquirers th at he had not 
yet any informati ;n to convey to the public 
on this subject, acd in the total absence 
of 
any 
authoritative 
statem ents 
from 
himself, or from one of tha members of 
his 
Cabinet, 
it 
cannot 
be 
positively 
predie’ed either th at he will sign the bill or 
veto it. 
W hile, however, no one seems abso­ 
lutely to kDow w hat action he will take to­ 
morrow, and white it is quite possible th at 
the President, in accordance with his well 
kuown procrastinating habit of mind, may 
not even yet have decided w hat he will do, 
there is no doubt th at the weight of the best 
informed opiniou inclines to-night to an ex 
pectstion th at he wilt return the bill to the 
Sdnate to-morrow with a statem ent th at he 
regards the tw enty-years’ suspensión as au in­ 
fraction of the treaty, and th at he therefore 
declines to approve it. 
This expectation is 
bas-ed upon private expressions of opinion 
made 
t<,-night, 
not 
only 
by 
A ttorney 
General Brewster and Secretary Frelinghuy- 
sen, who 
desire 
a 
veto, 
but also 
by 
Secretaries Kirkwood and Lincoln, who dep' 
recate a veto, and who a t to-day’s Cabinet 
meeting took a strin g ground in favor of the 
bill’s approval. 
I t m ast be borne in mind, 
however, that the opinions thus expressed 
where accompanied with disclaimersof knowl­ 
edge as to the pre*eut intention, and that al­ 
though they point towards the same result, 
they may alike have been colored by the re­ 
spective hopes and fears of the Cabinet coun­ 
selors who expressed them. 
I t id said on good 
authority th a t Postm aster General Howe also 
to-day advited th at the bill be signed. 
Sec­ 
retary Folger was not present at to day’s 
meeting, but his views in favor of a veto were 
announced by him at a Cabinet meeting 
before ho left W ashington about a week ago. 
W hat position has been taken by Secretory 
H u rt on this subject appears to be in doubt. 
Attorney-General 
Biewster, 
during 
the 
session to-day, read t > the Cabinet a legal 
opinion prepared by him, in which he con­ 
tended th at a twenty-years’ suspention of 
Chinese immigration would not be “ reason­ 
able,” within the meaning of the treaty, be­ 
cause it would practically prohibit tho coming 
of the Chinese adults of the present genera­ 
tion, and because, aecording to his argument, 
no such lengthy period of suspension was 
contemplated by the Treaty Commissioners 
of either country when tbs treaty wa9 in pro­ 
gress of negotiation.

something was said about tbe hardship of these 
provisions of the bill, which would prevent

Following his wife to 
Cleveland, he compelled her to live with him, 
threatening to kill her if she did not. 
Four 
years ago she left him and came to Omaha, 
whither ha followed her two years ago, and 
again by threats forced her to live with him. 
R ec;ntly she beg»n a suit for divorce against 
him, and had him 
arrested 
for makit g 
threats. 
She rented her house two weeks 
ago, and went to live with her daughter, 
while he kept forcible possestijn of the house. 
This morning she went to tho home to 
get some 
tilings. 
H e was inside, and 
fired 
one 
barrel 
of 
a shotgun 
at her 
as she entered the gat -, the whole charge en­ 
tering her breast. 
She turned and ran forty 
feet, when she fell dead. 
A policeman, who 
happened to be only a block away, imme­ 
diately ran to the house and heard" another 
shot inside. 
Breaking open the door, he 
found Jonas dead on the floor, he having shot 
himself through the heart with the other bar­ 
rel. 
He had frequently threatened to kill 
his wife acd himself.

The Ford--, immediately 
upon their arrival in St. Joe, went to the 
house at the c truer of Ttiirteenth and Lafay­ 
ette streets, where Jesse was living under the 
name of Thomas Howard, and remained 
there until the tragedy occurred this morn­ 
ing.

The labor riot3 which have recently oc- 
c irred in various parts of Spain, and 
notably in C atalonia appear to 
be far 
.ore political th an economic in th eir origin. 
T hat such troubles should arise in Spain 
may perhaps be thought iu no way rem ark­ 
able, seeing th a t difficulties of a somewhat 
s m ilar kind have occurred in nearly all the 
c untries of Europe, 
and even in th e 
ITuittd S latte. 
B ut Spain cannot be com 
pared w ith any other country, nor can the 
disturbances which cccur there be regarded 
as akin to ordinary labor «trikes. 
The 
Spanish people occupy a peculiar position. 
Their history, and 
the influences which 
have shaped it, have been unique. 
And 
because they have been kept back far be­ 
hind all other peoples by these influences, 
the rate of th eir progress, even supposing 
it to be real, m ust be m uch slower than 
th at of other nations. 
I t w ould be unrea­ 
sonable to expect th a t a people who were 
molded into a certain form by nearly a 
thousand years of specially dem oralizing 
and devitalizing agencies, can throw off the 
effects of th a t long training in a few years 
or even a few generations. 
The collapse 
which Spain underw ent soon after the 
death of P hilip the Second had been pre­ 
pared by centuries of education in supersti­ 
tion and blind devotion to her rulers. The 
people, through the long w ars against the 
M ohammedans, 
had lost 
all 
relish 
or 
capacity 
for 
industrial 
pursuits, 
and 
when, after P hilip’s death, the Church 
persuaded 
a weak successor to decree 
the cxpnlsion of the Moors, th e one re­ 
m an in g possibility of building up the 
country was lost. 
From th a t tim e the 
decay of th e Spanish power, the disinte­ 
gration of the Spanish state, was rapid and 
sure. 
A t the end of the seventeenth cen­ 
tury all m anufactures had died o u t ; half 
the country, and even its m ost fertile re­ 
gions, 
had been abandoned to nature ; 
commerce, and even agriculture, was m ori­ 
bund ; 
the 
m echanic 
arts 
had 
been 
lo st; education was absolutely unknow n ; 
ignorance, suD erstition, pride and invincible 
ohstinacy, alone rem ained. ‘By th at tim e the 
national character had so degenerated th a t 
it was found necessary to im port w hatever 
ability was required, w hether in states­ 
m anship, 
m ilitary and naval 
skill, or 
industrial affairs. 
Spain for many years 
was ruled by foreigners. 
Frenchm en con­ 
trolled her dom estic 
politics 
and her 
finances. 
Englishm en led 
her 
armies. 
D utchm en strove to build up her ruined 
navy. 
H er peop’e were incapable of help­ 
ing them selves in any way, and the only 
relic of tbeir form er greatness which they 
bad retained wa3 a conceit which had no 
justification. 
A century later b u t little im provem ent, 
if any, had taken place. 
W hen Napoleon 
invaded th e Peninsula he found no diffi­ 
culty in overthrow ing the armies of Spain 
wherever they m ustered courage to oppose 
him ; and during th e long so-called w ar of 
independence w hich followed, history af­ 
fords no parallel to the incom parable folly, 
baseness, treachery, arrogance and tu rp i­ 
tude which characterized th e action of the 
Spanish authorities a t every step, and 
which m ade the task of defending and 
relieving them th e m ost ungrateful and 
exasperating enterprise th a t ever a great 
com m ander had th ru st upon him . 
The 
inoidinate a aJ 
unquenchable conceit of 
these people, coupled w ith th eir amazing 
in ca p acity ; th eir sickening boastfulness, 
coupled w ith th eir sham eless cowardice ; 
th eir pretense of patriotism , coupled w ith 
th eir never-ending treasons to th eir own 
cause ; th eir subservience to th eir foes, 
coupled w ith th eir insolent ingratitude to 
their friends ; constitute a record of m in­ 
gle 1 im becility and meanness w hich ren­ 
ders it surprising th a t any n atisn should 
have possessed the perseverance and forti­ 
tude to succor them to the end. 
T hrough­ 
out th e whole of th a t period they contin­ 
ued in a state of 
sem i-anarchy. 
The 
Spanish populace was alw ays ready to 
assassinate its own Generals, bu t never 
prepared to fape the French. 
The Spanish 
ju n tas actually sold the m unitions of w ar 
supplied by E cgland, to the enem y, ar d 
pocketed the subsidies which were to have 
fed and paid Spanish levies. 
C orruption, 
m endacity, intrigue, varied by occasional 
outbursts of mob fury against innocent 
persons, m ade up a sufficiently drearer 
picture, nor did th e prospect change for 
the b etter very greatly when the invaders 
had been driven out by W ellington, and it 
once more became possible to establish a 
Spanish Governm ent. 
From th a t tim e u n til very recently ~the 
country has been in a chaotic condition. 
C arlist-C hristino civil w ars, 
abortive re­ 
publican experim ents, alw ays attended by 
more or less insurrection in the principal 
cities ; rapid changes of g o v ern m en t; po­ 
litical funcioni of tbc m ost extravagant 
or lawless character ; have succeeded one 
another a t 
short intervals. 
Tho last 
change was back to m onarchy again, and 
it has been hoped th a t a t length S p iin had 
recovered her reason, 
and w ould fall in 
behind her sisters and avail herself of 
the civilization of th e age. 
Some efforts 
have been m ade to introduce an cduca- 
tional system . 
Tho C hurch has been 
shorn of its w ealthand much of its influence. 
But though commerce l as m ade a certain 
advance, and tra^c has grown into en- 
oouraging proportions, the foot rem ains th at 
th e g re a ttrt draw back to the progress of 
the cunntry consists, not in the policy of 
tho m ie n , but in the n a’ional character 
F. r all through Spanish liistory we find 
th at the c urss of her p. lases which to ou t­ 
ride spectators has appeared m ost do- 
pi .rabie, has b e.n m ost heartily approved 
by the Spanish people. 
Philip the Second 
was said during his life to be the verv 
type of tho national character, and he was 
alm ost worshiped by his subjects. 


A people who a t th a t tim e had attained 
so m orbid a m ental condition could not iu 
any brief space change Ih tir character. 
N cr have they dene so. 
Even now there 
is more ignorance, superstition and conceit 
in Spain than anyw here else in the world, 
and oven no a- th e Spanish people could 
v .:h little persuasion be induced to go 


h ack to the pciicy and tha practices of the 
tim e of Philip anil Alva. 
N or is this said 
a i a reproach. 
T he Spaniards could co t 
control the events which m a le them w hat 
they are. 
Tho E iglis’’, under the same 
influences, m ight have been a very differ 
e c t people. 
I t is t '-e iasring m isfortune of 
Spa:n th a t she w .s subjected during so 
r.iicy centuries to agencies which rendered

agencies have been got rid o f ; 
and th a t 
prelim inary ta reform has unfortunately 
i n ot y e t been accomplished in Spain. 


CANSON OS THE AN TI-PO-YGaMY BILL. 


Cannon has been interview ed in regard 
to tb e M ormon policy. 
H e says th a t he 
□nderstands it to be th e intention of his 
co religionists to offer no resistance to the 
new anti-polygam y bill, though ro doubt 
they will be careful to p u t as m any ob­ 
stacles in its way a3 th ey can w ithout 
openly defying it. 
This was to have been 
e x p ed id . 
In fact it was necessarily one 
of the conditions of any srch legislation. 
He thinks th a t it is very hard upon the 
polygam ists, because th ey w ill not know 
w hat to do w ith th eir surplus wives. Those 
who break law s w ith th eir eyes open, how ­ 
ever, are estopped from setting up th e la 
m cntable consequences of th eir law -break­ 
ing as a reason w hy they should not be 
punished. 
The m an outside of U tah who 
commits bigam y could not be defended on 
th e ground th a t by p utting him in the 
P enitentiary one of his wives w ould be ex 


posed to great distress. 
W hoever under­ 
takes to 
break th e 
laws m ust stand 
all th e consequences of his own action, 
and if th ey are disastrous, the fact can 
only be 
cited 
as 
tending 
to demon­ 
strate 
tbe folly of 
law -breaking. 
The 
M ormons have know n from th e first that 
polygam y was unlaw ful, and they have 
dtfied the law in order to m aintain and 
extend the practice. 
Of course th e more 
they extended it th e greater w ould the 
distress he when a t last the reckoning 
came. 
B ut th a t does no t help them in 
the least. 
They knew w hat th ey had to 
expect, and they took all th e risk, and 
now they m ust drink the cup to the dregs. 
I t is evident from w’a at Cannon says th at 
th y are more discouraged by the passage 
of the new law than they have ever been 
previously, and th is is a good indication, 
for it shows th a t th ey do not believe in 
their ability to evads it. 
Cannon says 
th a t under it he will not be prevented 
from keeping his ex tra wives as m is­ 
tresses. 
Perhaps not. 
B ut it is to be pre­ 
sum ed th a t the extra wives will have 
som ething to say on th a t bead. 
W omen 
may be deluded in to accepting a fractional 
share in a husband, because they can a t 
least call him their husband ; b u t it is 
a very different m atter to propose the 
degradation of all the plural wives into 
the condition of concubines, and we doubt 
w hether even a brand-new revelation can 
reconcile them to such au arrangem ent. 
T he presum ption indeed is th a t th e pro­ 
posal of such a scheme would raise a com­ 
m otion w ithin the church of th e m ost seri­ 
ous and irrepressible kind, and as the plu­ 
ral wives are of course a m ajority, it 
cannot be doubted th a t they would make 
things e x ieelin g ly uncom fortable for the 
S aiuts who desired to re-arrange their do­ 
m estic affairs on th is sham eful [dan. 
If 
this is th e best recourse the polygam ists 
have, in short, we are justified in conclud­ 
ing th a t they h iv e found th e ir last ditch in 
the new law, and th a t th ey w ill be com­ 
pelled either to yield full obedience to it, 
or to move on out of U tah, and seek some 
sequestered shade where the Peoples’ w rit 
does not run.

A fter the jury wa3 accepted and sworn in, 
Judge M cFarland asked that the next case 
be continued until W ednesday, April 5th. 
H is r.quest was granted, and the jurymen 
not impaneled in the case of Blessing & 
Guthrie were dismissed with instructions to 
appear at sin in Court W ednesday, A p iii 5th, 
at 10 o’clrck A. M. 
C ity A ttorney Anderson nddressed the 
jury and the Court, briefly outlined the case 
and stated that the complaint set forth that 
Messrs. Ble-sing & Guthrie did ke'-p open a 
bar and saloon on Sunday, the 19-h day of 
March, and conducted a business therein, 
contrary to the statute.

R . S. Frazee sworn—I am a polico officer 
of this city. 
I know the defendants, Messrs. 
Blessing and Guthrie. 
Tney keep a hotel, 
known as the Capital, on the southwest cor­ 
ner of Seventh and K sfreete. 
On Sunday, 
the 19 ;h d3y of March, I saw a party come 
into the saloon call for cigars, receive and 
paid for them. 
M r. Guthrie told the party 
calling for the cigars that it was a violation 
of the Sunday law, and that he would be 
called up m to testify against the hotel in 
Court. 
[The i ffi;er described the location of 
the bar-room and the entrance thereto ] 
The 
folding-doora between the r ffire and b-.r-room 
were open. 
I coma to this city in 1871. 
I 
have known the hotel and proprietors for the 
last four years. 
Tne Capital is a three-story 
brick building, and has the reputation of be­ 
ing one of the first-class hotels of the city. It 
ha- an office, parlor, reading-rooms, etc. The 
saloon can be entered from the rffioa or from 
the sidewalk. 
Ou the Sunday in question, I 
entered the saioou from the office and left ia 
the same manner. 
Mr. Fred. Cox was the 
paity that made the cigar párchese while I 
was there. 
There is a barber-sh >p and a 
cig-r stand in the same building. 
Fred Cox sworn—I know the defen larks 
in this case very well. 
Oa Sunday, the 19th 
day of March, as I was going home i stepped 
into the Capital Hate! and purchased fiity 
cents worth cf cigars. 
I entered through the 
office. 
I have kimwn the hotel ever since it 
was erected. 
It is well known thr.U 'hout 
the S ate as being a fir-t-class house. 
I a l­ 
ways pa'ron'/.e this hotel from the fact that 
more people from the country stop there than 
at any other hotel in tne city. 
I never saw 
the d or- between the saloon and office c'. aed 
and could not state whether there are doers 
there or not. 
The outer doors to the saloon 
on that day were closed. 
It is the usual cus 
sim throughout the state to have a bar at­ 
tached to :i hotel. 
Thomas ILsrper sworn—On one Sunday 
-veiling in March—I don’t know whether it 
was the 19th or not—I was in the saloon of 
the Capital H otel, and Mr. dones and 1 went 
to the bur and bought and paid for some 
cigars. 
J . H . M iller sworn—Am acquainted with 
Bltssi: g and Guthrie. 
They are the proprie­ 
tors of the Capitol H otel, on the corner of 
Seventh and K streets. 1 am the bookkeeper 
and manager of theiv business. 
They keep a 
place t-> entertain guests from different por­ 
tions of the State, and also keep regular 
boarders and lodgers. 
The bar is in the ho­ 
tel. It is connected with the office by folding 
doors. 
There are doors opening from the sa­ 
loon into the street. 
Oo the 19th of March 
the doors leading from the saloon into the 
etnret were locked and kept closed during the 
entire day. 
The saloon is used for hotel pur­ 
poses. 
Tne meats, fie", butter and ics used 
in the hotel are kept in ¡he saloon. 
The bar­ 
ber shop and ci.ar st.oe i:i the building Lsn t 
under our control. 
Parties were provided 
wi' h liquor and e’gvrs over tuis bar on the 
Sunday mentioned ia the complaint. 
No further testim ony was offered by either 
side. 
Mr. Anderson then addressed the jury, 
s ating that the evidence ia this cass plainly 
shows that liqu rs and cigars were Sold to 
strangers on that day.
